THE CASE FOR ADVERTISING 
The lawyers have a favorite saying that “justice 
delayed is justice denied.” 
But we would guess that far more justice is being 
denied because many people are not obtaining legal help 
in the first place-----they have no idea what it might cost 
and are afraid to ask — than by lengthy waits on 
crowded court dockets. 
For this reason, the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling that 
lawyers may advertise their services is welcome. It will 
open up the legal profession in a way that in the long run 
will benefit both it and the public immensely. 
It is significant that the case on which the court based 
its narrow 5-4 decision involved a legal clinic in Phoenix, 
Ariz., run by two maverick lawyers who placed a 
newspaper advertisement listing “reasonable fees” for 
such services as an uncontested divorce, adoption, 
change of name, etc. 
Some lawyers may hate to admit it, but it is unexciting 
work like this that is the bread and butter of most legal 
practitioners. And most of the routine paperwork in­ 
volved can be handled just as well by secretaries or 
“paralegal” personnel. 
Thus the lifting of the ban on advertising is expected to 
give a tremendous boost to the growth of legal clinics, 
where certain standard services are available at low 
cost. The clinics can now go after the high volume of 
clientele they must have to be able to offer cut-rate legal 
services. 
The American Bar Association and its state, county 
ami city counterparts will still exercise considerable say- 
so over professional ethics, however, and this is good. 
The high court’s ruling is specifically limited to simple 
newspaper advertisements. 
False, deceptive or 
misleading advertising remains subject to restraint and 
“there may be reasonable restrictions on the time, place 
and manner of advertising.” 
There will always be plenty of scope for the reward of 
legal brilliance. The prestige law firm and the specialist 
attorney will still command high fees and never stoop to 
advertise. 
* 
But for the kind of legal services most people need at 
some time or other in their lives, anything that places the 
system within closer reach and which fosters com­ 
petition is a worthwhile development.

CIVIL RIGHTS DILEMMA 
A group calling itself the National Socialist Party of 
American 
all of 11 members strong 
had planned 
to march on July 4th through Skokie, 111., a heavily 
Jewish suburb of Chicago, many of whose residents are 
surviviors of World War II concentration camps. 
Fearing violence, the city passed an ordinance banning 
marches by anybody wearing military-style uniforms 
and obtained a circuit court injunction specifically 
against the Nazis. 
An appeal by the American Civil Liberties Union went 
all the way to the U.S. Supreme Court, which has ordered- 
the Illinois Appelate Court Court either to lift the in­ 
junction or to expedite hearings on the appeal. 
The first amendment guarantee of free speecn is 
fundamentally involved here. It is obviously no coin­ 
cidence that the Nazis picked Skokie. This would cer­ 
tainly seem to be a case of crying “fire” in a crowded 
theater, which even the ACLU would agree is an im­ 
permissible extension of free expression. 
Yet somehow this seems a little too convenient a way to 
dispose of the matter. 
Either the neo-Nazis have the right to free political 
expression or they don’t and if they do, nodody 
not 
even survivors of Nazi concentration camps 
has the 
right to inhibit that right under threat of violence, as has 
’ been done in Skokie. 
At the same time, theNazis r epresent something that 
was so horrible, so obscene in human history that to treat 
them as “just another” political party demeans the 
memory of the millions who suffered at the hands of the 
original Nazis and is a mockery of everything civilized 
society holds decent. 
We don’t have the answer to this dilemma. We only 
know that the courtroom, not the street, is the place to try 
to find it.

ARE FEDERAL GOODIES WORTH IT? 
. .The power to tax is not wily the power to destroy; it 
also confers great power on those who disburse tax 
monies to make people jump through hoops. 
A case in point in a squabble going on it Cleveland, 
which, like too many other cities, has become ever more 
dependent upon federal largesse. The controversy is 
over a proposed downtown “people mover” 
a 
modernized version of the old-time elevated train or 
trolley 
and whether the city should apply for a $2 
million Department of Transportation grant for a 
feasibility study of same. 
The issue is not whether Cleveland needs a people 
mover or whether it would help revitalize the downtown 
or whether it would be worth the estimated $52 million it 
would cost to actually construct, but simple whether or 
not the city should grab the dangling «2 million carrot. 
Whe& questioned about it recently, the area’s 
congressional delegation, to a man and woman, averred 
that while they could not say if a people mover was, in­ 
deed, feasible, it would be foolish for Cleveland to pass up 
this “free” money. 
The same argument is used by city officials. “Other 
cities are waiting in the wings if we don’t do this study,” 
says Mayor Ralph Pc/k. 
Opponents of the people mover, who call it a .“con­ 
crete albatross,” counter that it would be just as well to 
turn down this “federal goodie.” 
One county com- 
mteioper has suggested that if federal funds were 
available to build a pyramid on Cleveland’s main street, 
“we’dbe chasing after them.” 
That is a slight exaggeration. But only a slight one. 
Does anyone really wonder why the federal budget has 
swollen to the size it has?

Albert's 
Bug Tussle, Okla., 
campaign 
techniquest 
to 
Teheran politics. 
Albert 
didn’t 
mind 
relinquishing two dozen other 
gifts in order to satisfy the 
strictures 
against 
accepting 
foreign offerings. He didn’t even 
mind turning loose an elegant 
gold crown worth «3.000 that the 
munificent South Koreans had 
given him. 
Bid he hated to part with that 
59-by-91-inch, 
beige-and-blue 
Persian 
rug. 
Cold-eyed ap­ 
praisers placed a 0000 value 
upon the carpet The law doesn’t 
allow public officials to keep 
gifts, worth more t e n $60, from 
foreign dignitaries. 
Albert 
cheerfully 
divested 
himself of 24 items on the eve of 
his retirement to Oklahoma. But 
he regarded the magic carpet as 
a 
personal gift. 
He was 
aggrieved when the State 
Department overruled him. 


But he became considerably 
more aggrieved when he 
leerned that the State Depar­ 
tment 
had 
delivered 
his 
cherished carpet to Secretary 
Vance. This is togalty per­ 
missible as long as Vance lays 
the rug only on official floors. 
It wasn’t that Vance was short 
of carpeting. 13» floor of his new 
State Department domain is 


covered with luxurious, gray, 
wall-to-wall 
carpeting. 
But 
Vance 
rearranged the fur­ 
niture to suit his own tastes after 
inheriting the office from Henry 
Kissinger. This exposed some 
telephone-wire holes 
in the 
carpet, which formerly had been 
hidden by Kissinger’s furniture. 
To cover the holes, the Per­ 
sian rug in all its beige-and-blue 
splendor was spread on top of 
the carpeting. A solemn State 
Department spokesman assured 
us that Vance was unaware his 
new camouflage once had been a 
prized possession of Carl Albert. 
But the former Speaker is not 
pacified. We spoke to him on the 
phone in McAlester, Okla. “I’ve 
got an office down here in the 
federal building,” be grumped. 
“I’ve got a place for it. I had 
pretty much of a sentimental 
attachment for that rug. ” 
It occurred to him that his 
Iranian protege might call upon 
him some day. “I’m going to be 
mighty embarrassed," he said,

THE CASE FOR ADVERTISING 
The lawyers have a favorite saying that “justice 
delayed is justice denied.” 
But we would guess that far more justice is being 
denied because many people are not obtaining legal help 
in the first place 
they have no idea what it might cost 
and are afraid to ask ----- than by lengthy waits on 
crowded court dockets. 
For this reason, the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling that 
lawyers may advertise their services is welcome. It will 
open up the legal profession in a way that in the long run 
will benefit both it and the public immensely. 
It is significant that the case on which the court based 
its narrow 5-4 decision involved a legal clinic in Phoenix, 
Ariz., run by two maverick lawyers who placed a 
newspaper advertisement listing “reasonable fees” for 
such services as an uncontested divorce, adoption, 
change of name. etc. 
Some lawyers may hate to admit it. but it is unexciting 
work like this that is the bread and butter of most legal 
practitioners. And most of the routine paperwork in­ 
volved can be handled just as well by secretaries or 
“paralegall” personnel. 
Thus the lifting of the ban on advertising is expected to 
give a tremendous boost to the growth of legal clinics, 
where certain standard services are available at low 
cost. The clinics can now go after the high volume of 
clientele they must have to be able to offer cut-rate legal 
services. 
The American Bar Association and its state, county 
and city counterparts will still exercise considerable say- 
so over professional ethics, however, and this is good. 
The high court’s ruling is specifically limited to simple 
newspaper advertisements. 
False, 
deceptive or 
misleading advertising remains subject to restraint and 
“there may be reasonable restrictions on the time, place 
and manner of advertising.” 
There will always be plenty of scope for the reward of 
legal brilliance. The prestige law firm and the specialist 
attorney will still command high fees and never stoop to 
advertise. 
But for the kind of legal services most people need at 
some time or other in their lives, anything that places the 
system within closer reach and which fosters com­ 
petition is a worthwhile development.

CIVIL RIGHTS DILEMMA 
A group calling itself the National Socialist Party of 
American 
all of 11 members strong 
had planned 
to march on July 4th through Skokie, 111., a heavily 
Jewish suburb of Chicago, many of whose residents are 
surviviors of World War II concentration camps 
Fearing violence, the city passed an ordinance banning 
marches by anybody wearing military-style uniforms 
and obtained a circuit court injunction specifically 
against the Nazis. 
An appeal by the American Civil Liberties Union went 
all the way to the U.S. Supreme Court, which has ordered 
the Illinois Appelate Court Court either to lift the in­ 
junction or to expedite hearings on the appeal. 
The first amendment guarantee of free speecn is 
fundamentally involved here 
It is obviously no coin­ 
cidence that the Nazis picked Skokie. This would cer­ 
tainly seem to be a case of crying "fire” in a crowded 
theater, which even the ACLU would agree is an im­ 
permissible extension of free expression. 
Yet somehow this seems a little too convenient a way to 
dispose of the matter 
Either the neo-Nazis have the right to free political 
expression or they don’t and if they do, nodody 
not 
even survivors of Nazi concentration camps 
has the 
right to inhibit that right under threat of violence, as has 
* been done in Skokie 
At the same time, theNazis r epresent something that 
was so horrible, so obscene in human history that to treat 
them as “just another” political party demeans the 
memory of the millions who suffered at the hands of the 
original Nazis and is a mockery of everything civilized 
society holds decent. 
We don’t have the answer to this dilemma 
We only 
know that the courtroom, not the street, is the place to try 
to find it.

A case in point in a squabble going on it Geveland,

The controversy is 
over a proposed downtown “people mover” 
a 
modernized version of the old-time elevated train or 
trolley 
and whether the city should apply for a $2 
million Department of Transportation grant for a 
feasibility study of same 
The issue is not whether Cleveland needs a people 
mover or whether it would help revitalize the downtown 
or whether it would be worth the estimated $52 million it 
would cost to actually construct, but simple whether or 
not the city should grab the dangling $2 million carrot. 
Whe& questioned about it recently, the area's 
congressional delegation, to a man and woman, averred 
that while they could not say if a people mover was, in­ 
deed, feasible, it would be foolish for Cleveland to pass up 
this “free” money 
The same argument is used by city officials. “Other 
cities are waiting in the wings if we don’t do this study,” 
says Mayor Ralph Pt«*k, 
Opponents of the people mover, who call it a .“con­ 
crete albatross,” counter that it would be just as well to 
turn down this “federal goodie.” 
One county com­ 
missioner has suggested that if federal funds were 
available to build a pyramid on Geveland’s main street, 
“we’d be chasing after them ” 
That is a slight exaggeration But only a slight one. 
Does anyone really wonder why the federal budget has 
swollen to the size it has?

WASHINGTON - For the 
sake of the new ethics that has

Speaker Carl Albert gave up a 
prized Persian rug when he 
retired from politics He just 
about blew a fuse, therefore, 
when he discovered that his 
favorite rug had wound up on 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van­ 
ce’s floor 


It had been a sentimental gift 
from a young Iranian friend who 
got her start in politics from an 
Albert speech She became one 
of the few women ever to get 
elected to parliament in Iran, 
not to mention one of the 
youngest 
legislators 
in 
the 
Middle East, by applying 
Albert's 
Bug Tussle, Okla , 
campaign 
techniquest 
to 
Teheran politics 
Albert 
didn't 
mind 
relinquishing two dozen other 
gifts in order to satisfy the 
strictures 
against 
accepting 
foreign offerings He didn't even 
mind turning loose an elegant 
gold crown worth $3,000 that the 
munificent South Koreans had 
given Ism 
But he hated to part with that 
59-by-91 inch, 
beige and-blue 
Persian 
rug 
Cold-eyed 
ap­ 
praisers placed a 1600 value 
upon the carpet The law doesn't 
allow public officials to keep 
gifts, worth more than $50, from 
foreign dignitaries 
Albert 
cheerfully 
diveeted 
himself of 24 items on the eve of 
his retirement to Oklahoma But 
he regarded the magic carpet as 
a 
personal 
gift. 
He 
was 
aggrieved when the State 
Department overruled him 


But he became considerably 
more 
aggrieved 
when 
he 
learned that the State Depar­ 
tment 
had 
delivered 
hie 
cherished carpet to Secretary 
Vance 
This is legally per 
miasibie as long as Vance lays 
the rug only on official floors 
It wasn't that Vance was short 
of carpeting The floor of his new 
State Department domain is 


covered with luxurious, gray, 
waU-to-wall 
carpeting 
But 
Vance 
rearranged the fur­ 
niture to suit his own tastes after 
inheriting the office from Henry 
Kissinger This exposed some 
telephone-wire 
holes 
in the 
carpet, which formerly had been 
hidden by Kissinger s furniture 
To cover the holes, the Per­ 
sian rug in all its beige-and-biue 
splendor was spread on top of 
the carpeting A solemn State 
Department spokesman assured 
us that Vance was unaware his 
new camouflage once had been a 
prized possession of Carl Albert 
But the former Speaker is not 
pacified We spoke to him on the 
phone in McAlester, Okla "I’ve 
got an office down here in the 
federal building," he grumped 
i'v e got a place for it I had 
pretty much of a sentimental 
attachment for that rug " 
It occurred to him that his 
Iranian protege might call upon 
him some day. "I'm going to be 
mighty embarrassed, “ he said, 
"if she comes to Oklahoma and 
doesn't see it."

HEW DOES IT AGAIN 
A surprising fact I have discovered about the federal 
bureaucracy 
is 
that 
it 
takes 
forever 
to 
get 
a 
straightforward answer to a very simple question. I want 
to share with you an instance involving the Departm ent of 
Health, Education and W elfare. 
On January 19, my office received a com plaint from a 
Missouri constituent expressing concern that the Office of 
Civil Rights within HEW might consider the use of 
different colored graduation gowns for male and female 
students as a violation of Title IX. This interpretation had 
been handed down by a Title IX advisor for one of the St. 
Louis County school districts. 
I strongly believe in equal rights for men and women, 
but 1 hardly think that the color of graduation robes has 
anything at all to do with sex discrim ination. The Title IX 
advisor reasoned that the use of two different colors for 
graduation robes would result in the members of one sex 
receiving their diplomas before those of the other sex, due 
to the unattractive mixture of colors which would result 
from an alphabetical formation. 
I asked the Office of Civil Rights whether, indeed, 
they planned to ban the use of two color gowns. Albert 
Hamlin, former director of OCR, informed me that such a 
case, if brought before the Office of Civil Rights as a 
violation, probably would be rejected as trivial. An 
absolutely definitive response to the overall issue could not 
be given at the time of his letter because OCR was in the 
process of discussing with Secretary Califano the status of 
all OCR guidelines for future rulings. 
Obviously this did not answer my question and 
therefore, my office was unable to give an answer to the 
question posed by my Missouri constituent. 1 wrote 
another letter, this time to Secretary Califano. In it 1 
asked him to tell me specifically whether HEW would 
prohibit schools from using graduation gowns of differing 
colors. 1 got back a preliminary response from HEW , 
informing me that they were looking into the situation, 
and that 1 would hear from OCR as soon as a 
determ ination had been made. 
FOUR M ONTHS LATER, 
long after Missouri 
students had been dismissed for the summer. 1 finally 
received an answer to my question. It had taken a third of 
a year for HEW to write, “ we have determined that the 
practice of females wearing one color robe and the males 
another would not constitute a Title IX violation. 
Similarly, a practice of females carrying or wearing 
flowers and males not doing so is permissible under Title 
IX .” 
I am underwhelmed by the im portance of this ruling. 
HEW ’s 
occupation 
with 
such 
trivialities 
is 
very 
disappointing in the first place, but to take so long to put 
the m atter to rest is outrageous. I sincerely hope that 
during my tenure in the Senate, I can impress on the 
federal bureaucracy that the people of our state - and 1 
think the entire country - are fed up with the disruption 
of their lives with such red tape.

On January 19, my office received a com plaint from a 
M issouri constituent expressing concern that the O ffice of 
Civil Rights w ithin H PW m ight consider the use of 
different colored graduation gow ns for m ale and fem ale 
students as a violation of T itle IX. T his interpretation had 
been handed down by a Title IX advisor for one of the St. 
Louis C ounty school districts. 
I strongly believe in equal rights for m en and w om en, 
but I hardly think that the color of graduation robes has 
anything at all to do with sex discrim ination. The I itle IX 
advisor reasoned that the use of two different colors for 
graduation robes would result in the m em bers of on e sex 
receiving their diplom as before those of the other sex. due 
to the unattractive m ixture of colors which w ould result 
from an alphabetical form ation. 
I asked the O ffice of Civil Rights w hether, indeed, 
they planned to ban the use of two color gow ns. Albert 
H am lin, form er director ot O C R . inform ed me that such a 
case, d brought before the O ffice of C ivil Rights as a 
violation, probably w ould be rejected as trivial. 
An 
absolutely definitive response to the overall issue cou ld not 
be given at the tim e of his letter because OC R was in the 
process of discussing with Secretary C alifano the statu s ot 
all OC R guid elin es for future rulings. 
O bviously this did not answer my question and 
therefore, my office was unable to give an answer to the

New style in fund-raising

NEW YORK (NEA) — The socialites, celebrities and 
political luminaries who turned out in large numbers for the 
Democratic party's recent fund-raising gala here were more 
than an added attraction. They were the main show. 
Those big-name stars from the worlds of politics, entertain­ 
ment and the arts were actively recruited by the organizers of 
the dinner-dance as part of a new and previously unpublicized 
strategy to dramatically shift the focus of the party’s fund­ 
raising efforts. 
Most of the nation’s presidents since World War II, both 
Democrats and Republicans, have unabashedly parlayed their 
control of the White House into an elaborate, if not always 
ethical, political and financial operation. 
The record of past decades is replete with cases of “fat cat’’ 
supporters of the president’s party receiving ambassadorships 
and other choice government jobs, favor«! treatment from 
regulatory agencies and special advantages in competing for 
government contracts. 
But the rules of the game now have changed, for at least 
three reasons: 
—1There is considerable evidence that President Carter is a 
highly moralistic man who is innately hostile to the “special 
interests" he so frequently has attacked. 
—America remains very much in the throes of the “post- 
Watergate" era. Just one fund-raising scandal could be 
politically fatal to Carter. 
—Under the new laws governing campaign financing, accep­ 
tance of a political contribution large enough to influence a 
major government decision would be not only morally 
questionable but also flatly illegal. 
But the Democratic National Committee (DNC) confronts 
the unpleasant reality of a $3.7 million deficit, much of it 
dating back almost 10 years, which Carter is politically oblig­ 
ed to help eliminate. 
The problem facing Carter: How to convince the greatest 
number of wealthy donors to make the largest legally 
allowable contribution ($5,000 annually to a political party) 
without having to trade jobs, contracts or other political 
favors 
The "fat cats" who still harbor the belief that they remain 
eligible for such special treatment already have received a 
clear message from Carter: He has installed as treasurer of 
the DNC — a post traditionally filled by a middle-aged, silk- 
suited businessman or lawyer — a 29-year-old former 
schoolteacher named Joel W. McCleary. 
In consultation with the White House, the savvy, hard­ 
working McCleary has developed an unprecedented approach 
to fund-raising, quietly tested at the recent black-tie dinner 
here which produced more than $1 million in revenues for the 
party. 
To make the dinner worth the stiff $l,000-a-person price ot 
admission, the DNC produced not only Carter, but also Vice 
President Walter F. Mondale. half the cabinet, a sizeable 
delegation of senior White House staff members and a host oi 
other high-powered Washingtonians. 
A typical attendee could have shaken hands with the Presi­ 
dent, exchanged a few words with United Nations Ambassador 
Andrew Young, ogled socialite jet-setters and rubbed 
shoulders with big names from the entertainment world. 
A similar dinner is tentatively scheduled for later this year, 
probably in Los Angeles. In addition, major donors will 
receive “status symbols” such as membership cards in the 
“1600 Club," inscribed color photographs from the White 
House and Christmas cards from the President. 
There also will be informal briefings from cabinet members 
for small groups of contributors — but McCleary insists that's 
just about where the line will be drawn. 
If he and Carter can pull the DNC out of debt for the first 
time in almost a decade without auctioning off large pieces of 
the federal government in the process, they will have indeed 
achieved a major breakthrough in political fund-raising.

There are some novels a 
reader wishes would never end. 
And there are others he wishes 
would end long before they ac­ 
tually do. 
“Ackroyd,” unfortunately, is 
one of the latter. Which is a 
pity, really, since Jules Feiffer 
is a first-rate satiric cartoonist, 
and it would be assumed that 
the barbs he throws so effec­ 
tively in his drawings would 
also appear and impale in his 
novel.

There is much detailing of

New style in fund-raising

NEW YORK (NEAi — The socialites, celebrities and 
political lum inaries who turned out in large numbers for the 
D emocratic p arty ’s recent fund-raising gala here were more 
than an added attraction They were the main show 
Those big-name stars from the worlds of politics, entertain­ 
ment and the arts w ere actively recruited by the organizers of 
the dinner-dance as part of a new and previously unpublicized 
strategy to dram atically shift the focus of the party’s fund­ 
raising efforts 
Most of the nation's presidents since World War II. both 
Democrats and Republicans, have unabashedly parlayed their 
control of the White House into an elaborate, if not always 
ethical, political and financial operation 
The record of past decades is replete with cases of “fat cat" 
supporters of the president's party receiving ambassadorships 
and other choice governm ent jobs, favored treatm ent from 
regulatory agencies and special advantages in competing for 
government contracts 
But the rules of the game now have changed, for at least 
three reasons: 
—There is considerable evidence that President C arter is a 
highly m oralistic man who is innately hostile to the "special 
interests 
he so frequently has attacked 
—America rem ains very much in the throes of the 
post- 
W atergate 
era 
Just one fund-raising scandal could be 
politically fatal to C arter 
—Under the new laws governing campaign financing, accep­ 
tance of a political contribution large enough to influence a 
m ajor governm ent decision would be not onlv morally 
questionable but also flatly illegal 
But the D em ocratic National Comm ittee <DNC) confronts 
the unpleasant reality of a $3 7 million deficit, much of it 
dating back alm ost 10 years, which C arter is politically oblig­ 
ed to help elim inate 
The problem facing C arter How to convince the greatest 
number of wealthy donors to make the largest legally 
allowable contribution ($5.000 annually to a political party) 
without having to trade jobs, contracts or other political 
favors 
The "fat cats 
who still harbor the belief that they remain 
eligible for such special treatm ent already have received a 
clear m essage from C arter He has installed as treasurer of 
the DNC — a post traditionally filled by a middle-aged, silk 
suited businessm an or lawyer — a 29-year-old former 
schoolteacher named Joel W' McCleary 
In consultation with the White House, the savvy, hard­ 
working McCleary has developed an unprecedented approach 
to fund-raising, quietly tested at the recent black-tie dinner 
here which produced m ore than $1 million in revenues for the 
party 
To make the dinner worth the stiff $1.000-a-person price ol 
admission, the DNC produced not only C arter, but also Viet 
President W alter F 
Mondale. half the cabinet, a sizeable 
delegation of senior White House staff m em bers and a host ol 
other high-powered Washingtonians 
A typical attendee could have shaken hands with the Presi­ 
dent. exchanged a few words with United Nations Ambassador 
Andrew Young, ogled socialite je t-se tte rs and rubbed 
shoulders with big nam es from the entertainm ent world 
A sim ilar dinner is tentatively scheduled for later this year, 
probably in Los Angeles 
In addition, m ajor donors will 
receive 
status sym bols" such as m em bership cards in the 
1600 Club 
inscribed color photographs from the White 
House and Christm as cards from the President 
There also will be informal briefings from cabinet mem bers 
for small groups of contributors — but McCleary insists that s 
just about where the line will be drawn 
If he and C arter can pull the DNC out of debt for the first 
time in alm ost a decade without auctioning off large pieces of

and 
when 
Ackroyd 
agrees to take his case he un­ 
knowingly sets up a relation­ 
ship that will dog him over the 
years. For as Ackroyd and 
Plante get to know each other, 
something strange begins to 
happen Ackroyd wants to be 
Plante while Plante wants to be 


somebody else besides Plante. 
There is much detailing of 
Ackroyd delving into Plante’s 
past in search of he knows not 
what and of Plante pontificat­ 
ing about what the reader often 
knows not what.
